Nsw York, April 17.—The fears entertained, 
when Mrs. Tiiton’s confession was made public, 
that the unsavory details of the old scandal 
would be revived are not likely to be realized, 
for public interest in the case has perceptibly 
weakened. Beecher and Tilton are still away, 
and all attempts on the part of representatives

unavailing. Col. Beecher, Henry Ward’s eldest 
son, said yesterday that his father would cer- 
taluly be at home in time for the Friday even- 
ing praver- meeting. When asked for a copy of 
the letter sent to his father on Tuesday, in be- 
half of Mrs. Tilton, informing him she

until he had been given twenty-four hours’ notice, 
Col. Beecher said such a letter had been re- 
ceived, but he had turned it over to Mr. sbear- 
man. The letter, he said, was not written by 
Mrs. Tilton herself, but he would not divulge 
the name of the person who did w=tte „ . 
Shearman was applied to, and questioned in re- 
gard to the letter, and also concerning the one 
written by Mrs. Tilton to Mra, as 
well as those said to have been written by 
MRS. MORSE TO MR, BEECHER 
after he had refused to accede to her demand 
for money for the support of Mrs. Tilton. 
When asked if any such demands had been made, 
Mr. Shearman unhesitatingly 
REPLIED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE. 
They were refused, he said, and Mrs. Morse 
then wrote to Beecher in regard to the matter. 
These letters were not in his possession, but he 
presumed Mr. Beecher had been sensible 
enough to preserve them. In regard to the 
letter written by Mrs. Tilton to Mrs. Raymond, 
in which she had made the same con- 
fession of guilt as that contained 
in the published statement, Mr. Shearman said 
the document was in his possession, but it was 
a private letter written toa lady, and he did 
not feel at liberty to make it public without 
that lady’s consent. There were portions of it 
referring to personal matters of no public con- 
cern, and other portions in the nature of con- 
dolence with Mrs. Raymond for recent bereave- 
ments, which it would be improper to make 
public, and which would give needless pain to 
Mrs. Raymond. 
AS TO THE LETTER FROM MRS. TILTON’S FRIEND 
to Mr. Beecher, apologizing for the premature 
publication of the confession, Mr. Shearman 
confirmed what Col. Beecher had said about it, 
and admitted it.was in his possession for safe- 
keeping until Mr. Beecher’s return. He said 
also the letter had undoubtedly been author- 
ized by Mrs. ‘Tilton. Another of his friends had 
called at Mr. Beecher’s house before the letter 
arrived there, and had informed the family that 
such a letter had been written, and that it was 
genuine, she having seen it signed. Mr. Shear- 
man 
DID NOT APPEAR TO BE HIGHLY IMPRESSED 
with the magnanimity of Mrs. Tilton in inform- 
ing Mr. Beecher twenty-four hours after her 
statement had been published that she did not 
intend to make it public until he had given 
twenty-four hours’ notice, but characterized it 
as a doubtful act of charity on her part. He re- 
fused to allow the letter to be published. The 
person who wrote it is a woman, and the person 
who heraldedit at Mr. Beecher’s house isa 
woman, also.

The New York and Brooklyn Association of 
Congregational Ministers, embracing all the 
members of the old Association who continue 
to recognize Beecher and hold fellowship with 
Plymouth Church, held its thirty-first annual 
meeting to-day.

WARLIKE MEASURES,

| No alarm would have been created had 7,000 
English troops been sent there, for, in the 
present situation, it would be not unreason- 
able that a strong force should be held in 
readiness at Malta.

She —_ states that he always called their 
acts of criminality nest-hiding, and often told 
her that, though they were innocent of any real 
wrong, yet it would give him great pain if the se- 
cret were ever made known 

Mrs. Tilton says the daily deceit necessary to 
keep this intercourse from the world troubled her 
exceedingly, and now and then her conscience 
would get thie better of her and almost force her to 
make a confession, These periods are indicated 
in her letters to her husband. when she accuses 
herself of some undefined offense, which letters 
excited so much comment during the trial. 

Finally, in the spring of 1870, after Theodore’s 
return home from a winter's absence, her marked 

reference for Mr. Beecher excited his anger and 

ealousy, and forsome weeks they were estranged. 
she went into the country, but upon her retarn, 
July 3, 1870, and only a few hours after her ar- 
rival, she made a full confession to her husband of 
all the facts. Even then she stated that she felt 
— before God in her intimacy with 
Beecher, save the necessary deceit which ac- 
companied it, and from which she suffered 
very much. Afterward confessions were made to 
other parties, including Moulton. Mrs. Tilton 
says frankly that she never could resist either 
Beecher or Tilten; that both have unbounded con- 
trol over her when she is in their presence, though 
they seem to rule her by entirely different senti- 
ments, Theodore ewaying her through fear and 
Beecher through love and reverence. If Beecher 
were to come to her to-day and say. Elizabcth, 
what have you done —relleve me of thie dreadful 
rouble,’’ she presumes she should in the end write 
whatever he might dictate; while, if Theodore 
wanted her to make a statement copfirming any- 
thing he has ever said, she could not be with him 
wad any length of time without complying with his 
wishes. 

It will be noticed that the account now coming 
from herisin the main confirmatory of Tilton's 
statements: so much so, indeed, as to seemto be 
inspired directly by him. Whatreliance one can 
place on a woman who confesses to such absolute 
powerlessness in the hands of others, the public 
must judge for themselves.

ADJOURNMENT. 
THE HOUSE TAKEN BY! SURPRISE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninetonr, D. C., April 17.—The House 
commenced the day with an attempt to go to 
the Speaker’s table to pass the Thurman Fund- 
ing bill. It ended the session, after three hours 
of filibustering, with the Wood Tariff bill in 
peril, and the Democracy disorganized over the 
final adjournment resolution of the Senate. 
Iu the morning hour the Bavking and Currency 
Committee transacted considerable business. 
The bill forbidding further colmage of the 20- 
cent piece was passed; the bill providing for 
postal savings banks was fixed for consideration 
May 2; the bill authorizing the deposit of silver 
bullion and an issue of certificates was fixed for 
May 9; the General Currency bill providing for 
the retirement of National Bank notes was 
also fixed for consideration early in May. The 
Banking and Currency Committee have thus, 
by special order, presented measures which mav 
easily consume ten days. When the Senate 
concurrent resolution, providing for the final 
adjournment of Congress dune 10, was an- 
nounced in the House, it was received with ap- 
plause on the Republican side. The opponents 
of the Wood tariff saw this was their opportu- 
nity, and immediately began to organize to 
concur in the resolution, and to prevent its ref- 
erence to the Ways and Means Committee. 
Concurrence in the resolution would undoubt- 
edly defeat the Tariff bill for this session, as 
the time between now and the 10th of June is 
insuffictent for the Appropriation biils, the gen- 
eral tariff discussion, and other special orders 
which have been fixed. When the resolution 
. Commies re tO 

OPPOSITION TO THE TARIFF BILL 
was immediately manifested. After consider- 
able excitement, Wood’s motion’ to refer to his 
Committee. where the resolution would have 
been of course smothered, was defeated by 107 
yéas to 189 nays. The affirmative on the prop- 
osition to refer to Wood’s Committee was inter- 
preted by many to bea test vote on Wood’s 
Tariff bill. It could scarcely be considered that, 
but it certainly was a very siguificant vote as to 
the fate of Wood’s bill, ana doubtless foresbad- 
ows its defeat. The only Republicans who 
voted to refer to Wood’s Committee were Bur- 
chard, of Illinois, of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Cannon, of Illinois, and Phillips, of 
Kansas. 
THE NEGATIVE VOTE 

on this motion to refer was mainly Republican, 
although the Protection Democrats voted with 
the Republicans. [here were other motives 
besides the tariff entering into this vote. Many 
Western members are anxious to secure an 
early adjournment, as reports respecting the 
progress of the National party in manv districts 
are not reassuring. After the defeat of Wood's 
motion, a series of filibustering motions was 
begun, Finally, as the Speaker ruled that 
action on the concurrent resolution for adjourn- 
ment would come up to-morrow as unfinished 
business, the Democrats united to force an ad- 
journment. Their purpose was to caucus on 
the subject of adjoarnment, aud decide whether 
it was safe for the House Democrats to follow 
the leadof the Democratic Senators and to 
make no objections to final adjournment. The 
Eastern and Pennsylvania Democrats were an 
element of discord in this caucus, as they see in 
the adoption of the adjournment resolution an 
opportunity to defeat the Wood bill. Several 
Protectionists state that their objections to the 
changes in the tariff are much stronger than 
their party ties, and that, whatever the caucus 
decides, they will feel compelled to use every 
parliamentary expedient to defeat the Wood 
bili. 


TALKING IT OVER. 

The Democratic caucus upon the concurrent 
adjournment resolution lasted until 11 o’clock. 
Fernando Wood offered a resgiution postpon- 
ing consideration of the adjourgment resolution 
until May 15.

CUSTOMS-IN VESTIGATION. 
A REPORT OF PROGRESS. 
Special Dispatch t The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 17.~The Commis- 
sion which has been tnvestigating the subject of 
Undervaluations and the Immediate Transpor- 
tation act in Chicago, St. Louis, and Cincinnati, 
arrived here to-day, and had a conference with 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Appraiser-Gep- 
eral Meredith will spend a few davs in Balti- 
more, Col. Bingham will go to Boston, and 
Mr. Hines remains here. The Commission will 
spend a day in Baltimore, and a short time in 
Philadelphia, and will meet next week in Bos- 
ton, reserving New York as the last point to 
be examined. The reason for this is, that there 
no charges of wundervaluations or 
of damage ailowances made as to 
auy other port than New Tork. 
The conference with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was of very general character. The Secre- 
tary himself called for no details, and the Com- 
mission does not intend to make any report 
until the entire subject is concluded. Thus far 
they say they have heard but one side,—that of 
the complaints made against the New York Custom- 
House, including the system of damage allowance, 
of undervaluations, and of Custom-House bro- 
kerage. The facts originally charged have thus far 
been 

FULLY SUSTAINED. 

Very important evidence has been taken to con- 
firm the gross violation of the Custom- House laws. 
Honest importers in these Western cities heartily 
co-operated with the Commission. Those who 
wore suspected of irregularities did not, and it was 
very evident ina considerable number of cases that 
frauds have deen committed. The Commission 
has declined to state whether the evidence has 
been found sufficient to incriminate any persons. 
The plain inference, however, from their state- 
ments is that there is. The Chicogo evidence has 
all been written out, but will not be submitted to the 
Secretary until after the completion of the work at 
New York, when it will be transmitted in connec- 
tion with the first report. The Commission bear 
united testimony to the co-operation of Coliector 
William Henry Smith. They state that to make 
any detailed publication of their discovery at 
present would injure if not entirely 

DEFEAT THE ULTIMATE DISCOVERY 
which they evidently anticipate will be made upon 
the examination of the records inthe New York 
Custom-House. All evidence taken thus far in 
different cities leads up to the New York Custom- 
House, and if the second evidence and other testi - 
mony to be taken confirms this testimony in the 
least, the case against the New York ‘Custom- 
House Ring will appear to be complete.

A MERE MATTER OF FORM. 

This happened at the Vienna Consulate, A 
number of importers of long standing testified that 
they bad never read of the printed oaths which 
they were constantly compelled to sign. The 
Commissioners think one way in which the service 
can be improved is to secure a conviction for a false 
Custom-House oath. These oaths are as much dis- 
regarded in thie country as they are in Europe, and 
the history of the Government there never yet has 
been a conviction for a false Custom- House oath, 
One single conviction, the Commissioners think, 
would be of incalculable benefit to the service.

‘TEXAN SPORTS. 


Encounter of a Bull with a Lion and Lioness 
-A Bad Day for Lions—Their Majesties 
Vanquished and Hadliy Wounded —Cow- 
ardly Cattle in the Ring-Au Old Mata- 
aor’s Ambition Sadly Interfered With. 

By Teiegranh to e York Herald. 

San Anronro, Tex., April 14.-—The bull- fleht. a 
Spanish importation, which has reached San An 
tonio in due course of time, has always been a 
amusement wherever the Dons or their 
descendents dominate things social. To say that 
we have forgotten our semi-Spaniesh origin in this 
burder State would be to deny tnat buil-fighting 
can collect a crowd from every settlement and vil 
lage within a hundred miles of San Antonio. Such 
an assemblage has cojlected here for severai Sun- 
days back. The bull-fighting has deen enjoyed 
hugely, and so we must plead guilty to being only 
half-American yet. To vary the sport, how- 
ever, in order to gratify the progressive 
spirit of the rising. generation wiio regard 
an ordinary buill-fight as a tame affair; the 
combate have been erranged to take place between 
lions apd bulis, and much speculation has been in- 
dulged ju as tothe respective fighting qualities of 
‘leo Africanus” and deo Americanus. Really 
it has grown intoa kind of intercontinenta) contest. 
in which the champions are the stoutest and best 
that can be selected as representatives. Last Sun- 
day the fret fight took place, in which Africa was 
badly ‘*whipped.’* The bull was victorious after 
a brief but suarp encounter, ard the honess re- 
tired a sadder, wiser, and sore-sided apimai, to re- 
flect in her cage on the departed glory of all things 
leonine. But the backers of the lions were not 
disheartened, and prepared to-day to retrieve 
their laurels and dollars by pitting a full-grown 
male Hon, rather old, but yet active, against a bull 
of approved valor. As the affair was well adver- 
tised, great interest was centred in it, and ali good 
San Antonions longed for Sunday to come, ip or- 
der that they might gratity their eyes with such a 
novel spectacle. 

THE FUN BEGINS. 

The buil-fight took. piace at the same place where 
the buli and lion fight took place last Saturday. 
In the middie Of the arena was the iron cage used 
on that occation. The Mexican buli-fighters re- 
fueed to ight the bull in this iron cage, because it 
jacked facilities for exit. They did not care to 
rely pa theybull entirely to get over the sixteen- 
feet high inclosure. In order to get them to en- 
gage the builsan inclosare eight feet high was 
made of boards surrounding the aforesaid iron 
cage. Thie outside inclosure was sixteen feet 
broad, atid circular inform. The tron cage, how- 
ever, did not obstruct the view. 

PREPARING FOR THE WORK. 

About 11 o'clock the crowd from the city, three 
miles and a half distant, began to assemble, and 

about the same hour two Mexicans arrived with a 
long string of banderillas, which are wooden sticks 
about twelve inches in length. with aspike about two 
inches long in the end ‘he banderi!las are adorned 
with streamers of gayly-colored tissue paper. They 
ace used to make the buli furious, the fighter ad- 
vancing on the animal, planting the bauderille in 
his neck, and adroitly getting out of the way. In 
case be is hard pushed the bull-fighter climbs over 
the fence, which is constructed to afford him every 
facility to do so. I examined the four balls se- 
lected for the contest. Two were pied dulle of or- 
divary Texas breed, with auite sharp borns, while 
the other two were brown animais, the tops of 
whose horns had been sawed off. 

THE BULL-FIGUTERS. 

At 12 o'clock the Mexican bull-fizhters appeared. 
They had on broad-brimmed Mexican hate, 
9 with silver ornaments, blue and red knee- 
breeches, with white stockinys; red sash and blue 
or red jackets, bespangted with silver ornaments 
and red slippets. One was quite old,~-at least 0 
years, — but as game and chipper as a ‘boy. A Mexi- 
can with a long, sharp stick punched and aggra- 
vated the animal before he was let tn, in order to 
make him furious. 

A BULL THAT WOULD NOT FIGAT. 

A pied bull was letin, and tne Mexicans waved 
their red flags in hie face, but he refused to fight. 
For ten minutes they danced around him, but be 
made no hostile motion and evaded his pursuers, 
One of the bull-fghters then took a banderilla and 
thrust it in the bull's flank, bat that did not excite 
him. A second banderilla was planted in the back 
ot his neck. Ue roared and pitched; the Mexicans 
yelled and waved their flags, but still no fight. He 
was at last dragged out amid yells of derision from 
the audicnce. 

TWO MORE COWARDLY ANIMALS. 

The second bull was beaten and panched to en- 
courage him for the fight. The bull-figbters, who 
were ready in position, exchanged glances, and one 
of them said. torre es bueno,’ which means, 
** The bull will fight.” Music was then played by 
the band. They were mistaken. After he had 
been teased and worried by the fighters, stack full 
of banderilla. had a dog set on him, and been rid- 
den vy a Mexican, he was led out in disgrace. The 
game was repeated with variations with the third 
dull, with the same result exactly. 

WOULD NOT WAIT ru TEASED. 

There was no bull-fignt, but the last animal, in 
order to escape bis tormenters, broke through the 
inclosure, scattering people right and left aud 
overturning a lunch-étand. 

THE BULL AND.LION FIGHT. 

At 1 o'clock the lion, Old George,” was put 
into the arena. He was 4 large African lion who, 
although old, presented a formidable appearance. 
He was very ‘large. He had been given a calf a few 
days before, which he destroyed in fine style, as 
well as several vagrant dogs that had strayed -into 
the arena, in which he had peen placed for a week 
past to allow bim to exercise his muscles.

Committee on Ways and Means as the proper 
authority to determine whether the condition 
of legislative business would warrant adjourn- 
ment. Local interests, however, are stronger 
than party usage or parliamentary precedent, 
and when Mr. Woop, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, moved the referenceof the resolu- 
tion, the high-tariff Democrats, perceiving 
an opportunity to defeat the pending Tariff 
bill by an early adjournment, joined the 
Republicans in preventing the reference of 
the resolution. Subsequently, in the Demo- 
cratic caucus, it was decided to postpone 
consideration of the subject until May 15, 
the Protectionist wing of the party being ap- 
peased by the adoption of a resolution per- 
mitting individual freedom of action on the 
Tariff bill when it comes up for passage. It 
would seem, however, from the extensive 
programme laid out in connection with cur- 
rency questions, that there is small likeli- 
hood that the Tariff bill can be disposed of 
before the time set for the consideration of 
the adjournment resolution. 
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The old Brem Turo scandal has 
scarcely commenced to occupy public atten- 
tion before another scandal is sprung upon 
the public, involving a still higher church 
official than the pastor of Plymouth Church, 
although he is not so well kuown outside of 
his own denomination. The Rev. Sauce. 
Arian MoCosxrer, for more than forty years 
Bishop of the Diocese of Michigan in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and recently 
resigned, stands charged with criminal in- 
timacy with a young girl, Fannie Ricuagps, 
who had for some time acted as his amanuen- 
sis. It is further charged that, in order 
to rid himself of her when publicity was 
threatened, he gave out that she was his 
ward and a distant relative, and upon these 
pretenses secured her marriage to a poor 
clerk ina hardware store. He performed 
the marriage rites, but the nuptials did not 
prevent publicity of his real relations to the 
girl, and now this erring prelate, in the 74th 
year of his age, is obliged to resign his 
office and flee the country to escape the 
odium that has attached to him and the 
sin that has befouled his. priestly robes. 
In this case there can be little doubt 
of the truth of the charges. The resigua- 
tion of the Bishop, his preparation for 
flight, and his own letters with which a 
committee from his own church confronted 
him, all testify to unmistakable guilt. 
These dreadful disclosures of the weakness 
of human nature teach their own lesson. 
They are sad enough when they are confined 
to people of the world; but when clergymen 
who have had the respect of the community 
for years, and high church dignitaries who 
are looked up to by thousands as exemplars 
of morality and piety, lapse into sin and 
desecrate their holy offices, the shock is a 
terrible one. It gives bad men an opportu- 
nity to attack the Church. It induces unbe- 
lievers and those halting in their opinions to 
doubt the restraining power of religion. It 
makes good men sick at heart. If it be true, 
as has been claimed, that these social 
crimes runin waves, we must at present be in 
the midst of a tidal wave of extraordinary 
size that is sweeping away many conspicuous 
victims and leaving asad waste of ruin be- 
hind. | 

A POLITICAL HAMAN. 

Perhaps Senator Conxiive chose S. J. T- 
Du's special organ, the New York Worid, 
for the publication of his malicious spite 
against President Hares because he could 
find no respectable Republican newspaper to 
honor him in such an exhibition. Of course 
the World has very willingly loaned him six 
or Beven columns of ite space, in order to 
gratify Tom and promote discord in the 
Republican party, if possible, by encourag- 
ing ConxuiNe's quarrel with the Administra. 
tion. 

ConxiinG does not go back far enough in 
relating his causes of bitterness against the 
President. He begins at the dispute over 
the count of Louisiana’s Electoral vote, but, 
as a matter of fact, his own grief and dis- 
content began with the Cincinnati Conven- 
tion. Never since the final ballot which 
nominated, Hares has Conxisye been able 
to hear the mention of the successful candi- 
date’s name without a renewal of rage at his 
own defeat. During the campaign the New 
York Senator did what he could by sulking, 
like Achs in his tent, to enable 
Tum to carry the Stute, and Conxiino’s 
friends and henchmen gave him such as- 
sistance that his spite was gratified. He 
managed with their aid to throw away the 
State; and, after the election was over, this 
distinguished sorehead still continued to do 
all that his limited moral courage permitted 
him to do in order to keep Hares out of the 
White House. Indeed, he admits as much 
in this recent interview with the World re- 
porter, simply omitting all reference to the 
speech he is understood to have prepared at 
the time in Trpen’s interest, which he did 
not dare to deliver. 

Hares’ nomination at Cincinnati is, there- 
fore, the real cause and starting-point of 
Conxiine’s subsequent migraine, to which 
he has given eXpression by encouraging and 
fomenting all the Implacabie intrigues 
against the Administration, and finally com- 
ing out and exposing himself with the decla- 
ration that Har isa bold, bad man.“ 
Thus Mr. Conmzimo has proceeded from the 
beginning on a false basis; for any justifica- 
tion of his personal spleen against Harzs 
would imply that Conxiine would have re- 
ceived the nomination if Hares had not 
carried it off. But there was never the re- 
motest indication or possibility of any such 
result. Before the compromise which 
resulted in the nomination of Hayes, Mr. 
Buatxe was the most conspicuous candidate. 
Next to Bram was Morton, of Indiana, and 


candidate under the insane delusion that he 
could have secured the nommation himself 
if it hadn't been for that particular indi- 
vidual. 

Mr. Conxtme has done himself no good 
by this recent exhibition as a sorehead, for 
he has said many things that betray his own 

i and vanity, and others that 
will gain for him the ill-will of people who 
might otherwise have humored his malevo- 
lence. He conveys the impression, for in- 
stance, that he has always been of the opin- 
ion that Harzs was not entitled to the office 
he holds. If this was Conxiio’s honest 
conviction at the time of the Electoral con- 
troversy, it was his duty to declare it openly. 
Instead of this manly course, he was advis- 
ing with Grant and others, according to his 


own account, as to the surest means of seat- 


ing Harms and protecting him after he should 
be inaugurated. This confession shows 
ConxiiG to have been morally a coward, or 
else he was intriguing to gain the same 
personal influence over Hayes’! Adminis- 
tration that he had previously exercised 
over Grant's. Neither conclusion is cred- 
itable to a gentleman and statesman 
of Conxume’s exalted pretensions. His 
intimation of a probable exposure of Harzs’ 
trading with the Southern Democrats is very 
stale fustian. The whole story has been 
told by Republicans and Democrats relative 
to NicHouis and the Louisiana State Govern- 
ment, and both sides long since challenged 
the production of any evidence off trading 
that was disreputable on the part either of 
Hares or his friends. Conxuine’s other 
statements are remarkable for their reckless- 
ness. He has uttered a general reflection on 
the loyalty of the regular army, for which he 
seeks to make Gen. Suerman answerable. 
He says that the President is ‘‘ wholly in the 
hands of the Southern Democrats,” which 
means, in Conxu1ne’s mouth, that the Presi- 
dent has refused to place himself in Coxx- 
tive’s hands. He vaguely insinuates that 
the country will be shocked when a 
list of Harm appointments shall be 
published, though we have been under 
the impression that all the appoint- 
ments have been published currently 
as they were made and sent into the Senate. 
Finally, he gives up all hope of harmonizing 
the discordant elements of the Republican 
party, by which he means that he is not to 
be conciliated, or rather that nobody is try- 
ing to conciliate him, and that he is per- 
fectly willing the Republican party should 
go to the‘ demnition bow-wows unless he 
is conciliated. 

We do not remember any more shameless 
exhibit of puerile personal malice over a 
political disappointment than Mr. Cox xl 
has given in this public expression of his 
views about President Harzs. He has not 
stopped even at contradictions, inconsisten- 
cies, and slander to gratify his spleen. Like 
Haman of old, he has prepared a gibbet on 
which to execute the Morpgecar of his 
hatred ; he must be careful now not to allow 
the parallel to be carried out, lest he him- 
self shall hang as high as ever Haman did, 
on a gallows of his own construction. 
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THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC ROUTE. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal directs 
Tue Trrsvne's special attention to a docu- 
ment recently printed in Tom Scorr's two 
papers, both daily,—the Chicago Time and 
the New York World,—in which Col. Scorr 
describes the advantages of the proposed 
Texas & Pacific Railroad to Chicago, in 
response to.a written request from several 
Chicago citizens. The C.-J. points to this 
publication as a sign that Taz Curcaco 
Taunus championship for HuntincTon as 
against the Texas Pacific Road has no effect 
in Chicago.” This statement is on a par 
with the other deliberate and persistent mis- 
representations of the Courier-Journal con- 
cerning the Tom Scorr scheme. The ques- 
tion as to the relative merits of the Texas 
Pacific (Tom Scort’s) and the Southern 
Pacific (HUx r arox's) was not raised by the 
Chicago gentlemen who addressed Col. 
Scott, and the reply only covers the general 
advantages to the Northwest of a new trans- 
continental railway along the thirty-second 
parallel. But this is the line of the Southern 
Pacific as well as of the Texas Pacific. The 
difference is that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany offer to build this transcontinental road 
simply in consideration of the right of the way, 
while the Texas Pacific ask the Government 
to guarantee the interest on their bonds, 
amounting in the aggregate to nearly $100,- 
000,000, or fifty years’ 5 per cent interest 
on $38,500,000. We do not believe that any 
one of the Chicago gentlemen who addressed 
a letter to Tom Soort asking for information 
would hesitate a moment in preferring the 
proposition that private capital shall build 
the road over a proposition which depends 
on Government bonds. 

But this is not all of the case. The Tom 
Scorr proposition involves a Government 
guarantee of interest on nearly $40,000,000 
of bonds, while it has been ascertained by the 
minority of the Committee, which reported 
against the Tom Soorr scheme, that the 
entire road can be constructed and equipped 
for $29,000,000, at the very outside. The 
scheme provides, therefore, for a surplus of 
$10,000,000 to be divided among the Con- 
struction Ring, the lobbyists who succeed in 
engineering the scheme through Congress, 
and the Congressmen who sell their votes in 
favor of it. This is palpably a preparation 
for another Credit-Mobilier experience, and, 
as such, public morals and public economy 
demand that it shall be refused. Bat in or- 
der to secure this advantage for a Con- 
struction Ring and corrupt Congressmen, it 
is proposed that the Government shall guar- 
antes interest at the rate of 1 per oent more 
per annum than the Government can borrow 
at during the next fifty years. This 1 per 
cent interest alone amounts to $385,000 a 
year, which, if invested in a sinking fund 
now, would produce $140,000,000 by the 
expiration of the term for the proposed sub- 
mdy, or more than five times as much as 
the road will actually cost, if constructed 
economically. There is little wonder, then, 
that the Minority Committee say that the 
Govern ment can better afford to build the 
road at its own expense and turn it over to 
Tom Scorr & Co. as a gift than accede to the 
terms of the proposed subsidy. It is sheer 
folly and gross deception to maintain that 
the Government runs no risk in making the 
proposed guarantee. If that were true, it would 
uot be mecessary to look for any Govern- 
ment guarantee, nor even necessary to pay 
5 per cent interest. There is abundance of 
capital lying idle in Europe and America 
that will giadly seek investment for fifty 
years at 4 per cent where there is absolutely 
no rick. It is equally deceptive to contend 
that any precantions will protect the Gov- 
ernment even im the security which the 
arigmal acts provide; our experience with

without Government aid or guarantee of any 
kind, to submit to all the conditions that 
are proposed for the Tom Scorr Company, 
and to give the latter Company or any other 
Company the privilege of building from the 
east on the same terms and meoting the 
Southern Pacific as sgon and as far as it can. 

No disinterested business man, whether he 
lives in Chicago or outside of Chicago, can 
fail to select the Southern Pacific proposi- 
tion to build the road on private capital as 
preferable to that of the Texas Pacific to 
build it with Government bonds. Not only 
will the Government be saved a risk most 
likely to result in the loss incident to extrav- 
agance and stealings, but the road will be 
constructed far more economically and be 
put on a basis which will warrant more fa- 
vorable rates to the public. Of course it 1s 
expected that Chicago will be benefited more 
than any other city from the coastruction of 
a new tinental road, and Tux Tars- 
unn has not opposed, but favors the enter- 
prise; it simply opposes a proposition that 
the Government shall take a risk much larger 
than the actual cost of the road, when the 
road can be and will be built with private 
capital. The Courier-Journal would take 
the same view of the matter if it did not 
have more interest in Tom Scotr than it has 
in the completion and public benefit of a 
Southern Pacific route. 
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DEARBORN-STREET OONDEMNATION. 

The City Council on Monday last suddenly 
and without any deliberation took one of 
those hasty steps which legislative bodies 
sometimes do that may eventually prove a 
most cosily and embarrassing proceeding. 
This was repealing the ordinance for open- 
ing Dearborn street from Jackson street to 
Fourteenth street,—a distance of about 
three-fifths of a mile. The condemnation 
proceedings resulted in awarding to property- 
owners in round sum $1,100,000 dam- 
ages ; charging them with $1,070,000 benefits ; 
and leaving the city to pay as the general 
benefit $44,000. These are not the exact 
figures, but they are near enough for an 
understanding of the subject. The fire of 
1871, as well as the fire of 1874, 
greatly facilitated the opening of the street 
by removing many buildings which incum- 
bered the ground. When this condemnation 
award was made, the property generally 
had a high market value,—twice and per- 
haps three times as much as can be obtained 
forit now. The proceedings were a long 
time in court, and finally judgment was ren- 
dered, and in the meantime the improve- 
ment of and use of the street have been 
practically suspended. 

But it is alleged that the city has formally 
and definitely accepted the award, and has 


given it full validity; that it has adopted 


and enforced the lines of the new street, and 
applied the building regulations to them ; 
that all buildings have been required to be 
built according to the plat of the new street, 
and that building permits on any other line 
have been refused. It is further alleged that 
the city has received deeds for many 
of those portions of the land which 
have become public property, and has issued 
to the owners vouchers for the amount of 
the damages. If this be true, and the fact is 


stated to us positively, then it is difficult to | 


understand how much further the city could 
have gone in approval, acceptance, and exe- 
cution of the award. 

It has been judicially determined, and is 
perhaps the accepted law, that in all con- 
demnation proceedings of this kind the Mu- 
nicipal Government may reject the award 
and begin anew, provided it has not accepted 
and approved the finding. It was upon this 
principle that the Supreme Court upheld the 
legality of the action of the Council repealing 
the ordinance for opening and widening 
North State street. The escape of the city 
in that case was a narrow one. In this case, 
however, it is claimed the city has gone much 
further, and has, as was not the case on 
North State street, accepted the property 
and taken possession of it, and is in actual 
use and occupancy. 

The effect of the repeal of the ordinance at 
this stage of the business is to release the 
property-owners from all claim against them 
or set-off for benefits, leaving the city to pay 
the whole bill of damages. The difference 
pecuniarily to the city is to release the own- 
ers of the property along the street from the 
payment of $1,070,000 for benefits, and trans- 
fer the payment of that sum with several 
years’ interest to the city generally. Instead 
of paying $44,000 out of the general tax, 
the payment will be $1,000,000. 

This is an important proceeding. Ought 
it to be taken rashly and inconsiderately ? 
It looks somewhat extraordinary that the 
Council, after the term of its legal existence 
had expired, should put off the declaration of 
the election of its successors in order to 
devote its time to jobs like this. The Coun- 
cil should have left this and all similar busi- 
ness alone. 

We understand the action of the Council 
was opposed to the legal opinion of the city’s 
law officers, and, while this should not be 
conclusive, it ought to have warned the Coun- 
cil against any action the consequences of 
which may prove so costly and disastrous to 
the city. It should have been left to the 
new Council. The Mayor should by all 
means interpose his veto, and rescue the city 
from the heavy liability which may be in- 
voived in this action of the Council. 
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MORE NAVAL TINKERING. 
The report of the actual condition of the 


navy sent by Secretary Tuompson to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs is not very 
pleasant reading in these hard times, when 
national economy is or should be rigidly 
practiced, and the bill that has been framed 
by the Committee upon the strength of this 
report is still more unpleasant than the re- 
port itself. The latter is a record of money 
squandered in the past; the bill proposes 
to squander stall more money in the future. 
The report establishes an expenditure of 
hundreds of millions with nothing to show 
for it; the bill will authorize the expendi- 
ture of millions more for an object that is 
not needed. According to this report, there 
have been expended since the War 6303, 
000,000 upon the navy, and yet the country 
to-day has no navy. Out of 116 vessels on 
the navy register, there are in reality but 
twenty-five cruising vessels. There are fifty- 
two vessels which the report says should be 
broken up as unfit for use. There are thir- 
teen iron-clads in a suitable condition for 
service, and seven more in process of con- 
struction and undergoing repairs, and these 
in reality constitute the navy upon which 
over three hundred millions of dollars have 
been expended. Asif this were not enough, 
now comes the Committee with «a bill pro- 
viding that hereafter three millions of dol- 
lars a year shall be expended, for a term of 
at least ten years, in the construction of new 


ships of war. 
While this wanton waste of money is an 
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one should be held e for it, the

navy. The millious of squandered money 
have given us a few good vessels and scores 
that are rotting on the seas or in their docks. 
It will now be the part of wisdom to charge 
the waste to profit and loss, and stop any 
further useless expenditure in building up a 
service for which we have no use. The bill 
proposed by the Committee is legislation in 
the interests of extravagant prodigality and 
eventual and fraud. The naval 
service long ago passed its usefulness on the 
high seas. Just as wooden ships were sup- 
planted by iron-clads have iron-clads been 
supplanted by the long-range Knorr guns in 
batteries and the destructive torpedo. In 
the last three great wars, three powerful 
navies, one of them the strongest in 
the world, cut mo figure at all. In the 
Crimean war, the colossal English navy, 
vaunted as the scourge of the seas, played an 
insignificant partin the defeat of Russia. 
In the Franco-German war, the French fleet 
sailed boldly up to the German coast and 
then sailed back again, scared away by tor- 
pedos. In the Russo-Turkish war just con- 
cluded, the Turkish fleet, which has some very 
strong vessels, having the whole Black Sea 
coast at its mercy, and commanded by an ex- 
perienced English officer, did no damage to 
Russia whatever, although the latter Power 
has no fleet. With all the naval strength at 
his command, Honaxr Pasha did not dare to 
enter a Russian harbor, and never got near 
enough to a seaport to bombard it, on ac- 
count of torpedoes. The daysof the Van 
Tromrs and Pavt Jonzses are over. Armadas 
no longer terrify nations. Should England 
declare war upon Russia, she must depend 
upon her infantry, cavalry, and artillery, 
not upon the mighty iron-clads, which 
will be mainly of use in escorting troop- 
ships. The only navy that we need is for 
coast defense, and the twenty iron-clads we 
have are sufficient for that purpose, if prop- 
erly reinforced by the torpedo. In time of 
war with a foreign Power, we have only to 


protect our coast.” We do not need cruising 


vessels. In time of peace we do not need 
vessels of war at the Sandwich Islands, or in 
the Mediterranean, or off the coast of China, 
however pretty the show may be, A very 
small increase of the serviceable portion of 
the present navy would defend our whole 
coast line againstan enemy, and that increase 
should be mainly in the torpedo department. 
We do not need another vessel added to the 
navy. In case of difficulty with any of 
the little South American Powers or 
Mexico, where it became necessary to 
send a cruising vessel, we have suf- 
ficient vessels of this class for the purpose. 
An economical expenditure of money upon 

o service—and money enough 


| the. torped 
might be obtained by selling off the unsea- 


worthy portion of the present fleet would 
answer all purposes. After such a reckless, 
wanton, and even criminal waste of money 
as has characterized the Navy Department, 
the people of this country will not regard with 
patience any measure that proposes to spend 
millions more in constructing vessels that 
are not wanted, and that will only be doomed 
rot on the ways or at the docks. 


r. BLA has taken the trouble to deny, 
from his seat in the Senate, the correctness of a 
dispatch printed in Tus TAU, in which it 
was assertea that he bad used in debate lan- 
guage highly complimentary to Jay Golo.

His amendment to surrender 
the Government “ right to amend or repeal.” 
Mr. Buarne pretended not to know what the 
full effect of this amendment was. He advo- 
cated it with childiike and bland assurance that 
there could be no objection so it, and that its 
adoption would insure his support of the bill. 
Mr. Epwunps attempted to enlighten him, 
showing that the amennment would “tie the 
Government up in a bag” for twenty-two 
years, but this information was wasted on Mr. 
BAE. His amendment being rejected, as he 
knew it must be unless the Senate was composed 
of kuaves or idiots, he voted against the biil, 
making the loss of his amendment a 
pretext. We recite these circumstances 
with the less pleasure because they are 
calculated to injure Mr. BLatinz in public esti- 
mation, and he is already sunk low enough. 
Tus Tammo would gladly help him toa better 
opinion of himself, if he would only listen to 
its advice and quit the bad company he has 
gotten into. In the matter of this Pacific Rail- 
road Funding bill he was clever enough to see 
that a vote in the negative would soon be for- 
gotten if it did not defeat the bill; why could 
be not also remember that discussion is just the 
one thing a bad vote will not stand?

The New York Times comments savagely up- 
on President Hargs’ conduct in granting a re- 
bearing to Fitz Jon Porter. It thinks the 
President has been too liberal with his favors to 
army officers under sentence of court-martials ; 
that his commutation of Lieut WsrasaRi...’s 
sentence and his reversal of Capt. CAMPSELL’s 
sentence were dictated by a nature generous 
enough, no doubt, but too soft and yielding for 
the purposes of justice; and that the order for 
a rehearing in Fitz Joun PortTer’s case is even 
more objectionable. On his own showing, the 
Times says, Fitz Joun Porter was guilty of 
disobedience of orders, and this is sufficient to 
justify his sentence. The questions whether 
the order was unwise, and whether, if he had 
obeyed it, his corps would have been destroved, 
are entirely aside from the issue. He was not 
expected or permitted to exercise discretion in 
the premises. His simple duty was to obey. 
All his disclaimers do not remove the fact of 
his disobedience of orders on the battle-fleld, 
and “in any European army an officer found 
guilty of the offense with which he was charged 
would have been shot.

IT Is THE GENERAL OPINION 
that Walker will be unable to obtain the injanction 
he asksfor, thecity officers having studied up 
pretty thoroughiy the point on which be basis his 
application, and having become sutiefied that it is 
not good. That point is, in brief, that the charter 
rovides that no contract shall be made oy the city 
nvolving any expense unless al, appropriation.has 
been previously made concerning such an cxpense.

The authority of the city to make contracts ex- 
tending over a period of more than one year or the 
life ot any one Council came up in the gas case, 
which was argued before Judge Drammond last 
year. The Judge, whi'e holding that the ten years’ 
contract with the Gas Company was invalid, being 
beyond the powers of the Councii which mace it, 
yet used the following language on the subject of 
contracts for certain other purposés: ö 

In 1869 the charter of the city contained a provision 
that no contract should be made by the ¢ity ſuvolving 
any expense, unless an appropriation was previously 
made — 7 sack expense. And the Comptroller 
was required in May of each year to submit an estimate 
of the amount necessary to defray the expenses of the 
city for the current fiscal year. 4 

This provision of the charter does not seem to have 

mh construcd asa prohibition to the execution of 
contracts extending over one year, even where the ap- 
ropriation did not meet fuliy the expense of the con- 
racts; and it would be difficult to maintain that this 
constractiog is unsound. The! age must obviously 
be applied to the subject matter of the contract, as un- 
de the Legisiature. viz.: 

To those matters where the terms of the contract and 
the time of us execution were practically within the 
reach of an appropriation once made. 

The construction of tunnels, of water-worka, of 
public buildings, including gas-works. of deepening 
summit levels, and many other matters within the gen- 
eral ecope of the powers of the city, may ulre more 
than a vent to complete, and must nece y involve 
more than one approvriation. And yet, in view of the 
manifest intention of the Legislature. it may be doubt- 
ed whether the city would authorized to execute 
any of these general powers without an estimate first 
made of the expense to be incurred. 

There has been an appropriation made by the 
Council concerning this expense. There was a 
direct appropriation in the tax levy of this year of 
$150,000, and there is also a fund of about $600, - 
G00, which was set apart out of the Canal Kedemp- 
tion Fund some years ago for the purpose of con- 
jresting 4 v4 II. So there is, technically at 
least, $ appropriated for the construction 
of a City-Hall, a this amount covers the sum of 
all the contracts, When, in the fall of 1876, an 
attempt was made to enjoin the county from let- 
ting to Sexton the contracts for the iron and ma- 
sonry work of the County Building, Judge 
Farwell was strongly inclined to grant the in- 

unction, on the ground that not enough money had 
n appropriated to cover the expense of these 
contracts. The County Board, by resolution 
pledged 000 of uncollected back taxes. and 
also the Reform School grounds, or the proceeds 
of their sale, to cover the expense arising from 
these contracts, and then the Judge held that the 
law had been complied with, and that, while nei- 
ther the taxes nor the Reform Schoo! grounds were 
in the Treasury, yet a sufficient provision had been 
made for the contracts, and he refused to grant the 
injunction. The city’s case is a far stronger one 
than the county's was. The injunction will 
be refused before the contractor is ready to go to 
work, and Waiker’s move will not delay, bya day 
even, the commencement of work ou the ouilding.

A Day Bigger thax the Fourth of July

THREE MIN LYNCHED, 
Special Disparh to The Tribune, 

Huntsvitie, Ala., ril 17.—Nothing has been 
talked of here since Ftday but the foul assassina- 
tion of George Shoenbeger, a butcher, and one of 
our most prominent citeens, by two negroes named 
Ben Evans and Eon Hall, istigated by Mike 
White, a white man, ad also a butcher. White 
bore the character of adesperado and bully, gen- 
erally feared. The catle and hogs butchered by 
bim have been larger furnished by Evans and 
Hall, cattle-thieves. be facts connected with the 
thieving were known to Shoenberger, who was 
upon the eve of havim them arrested. To pre- 
vent arrest and subsewent imprisonment, White 
hired Evans and Hall o assassinate Shoenberger, 
which they did at 3 oMock last Friday morning, 
waylaying Shoenbergr as he was starting from 
home to market. Tue negroes were that day de- 
tected and arrested, aid confessed the deed, say- 
ing that they had beet instieted by White. White 
was aarested. In his onfession he told so many 
tales that he convictei himself. Evans, Hall, and 
White were lodged i; jail. The intense feeling 
which had since presiled culminated to-day in 
hanging them to the ame limb. It was rumored 
on the street early ths morning that Judge Lynch 
had held his cout in the northern part 
of this county, am even across the Tennes- 
see border, where Sbenberger nad many friends 
and connections. Pemle came in from every diree- 
tion in droves. By won the streets of Huntsville, 
and especially in the seighborhood of the jail, were 
literally packed. Allwas expectation and anxiety. 
Thousands of eyes wee turned down Meridianviile 
road, in momentary «pectation of the small army 
known tobe coming The excitement was now 
of the most intense haracter. The Sheriff, who 
had, by degisive actim, preveated a lynching Sat- 
urday, was ousy sumnoning guards to protect the 
jail, but none could be found willing to take the 
position. Twenty or hirty United States prisoners 
being in jail, the Unit States Marshal was also en- 
gaged summoning gu@ds to keep them safe. At 1:30 
the people shouted, They come!“ This allusion 
was made to a large ody of horsemen, armed with 
double-barreled shotguns. They observed per- 
fect order. and formed around the jail. There 
were hundreds of tem. The thousands of citi- 
zens and countryme thronging the streets gave 
place to the horsemm. A demand was made for 
the keys, but they sould not be found, nor the 
Sheriff. Armed with sledge-hammers and crow- 
bare, the mob broke through the fence into the 
jail-yard, and then into the cells occupied by the 
trembling murderers who were led ont, bound, 
mounted on a wagon, and taken down Spring 
Branch. half a mile way, followed by the multi- 
tude.

A MISERABLE VERDICT. 


A Woman Recovers $2,500 for Fifteen 
Years of Criminal Duress and Slavery.

Crxctnnati, April 17.—A slave case was decided 
in the United States Court here to-day, the trial of 
which brought out many iftteresting incidents of 
the palmy days of the Fugitive-Slave law. In 
April. 1803, Henrietta Wood, a free mulatto 
woman living m Cincinnati, was enticed across the 
river, where she was scized and turned over to 
Zeb Ward, Sheriff of Campbell County, Ky.. who 
kept her seven months, zand then sold her 
to a eslave-trader in Frankfort. Afterwards 
she was sold to Gerard Brandon, 3 
Mississippi planter, and for fifteen years she re- 
mained in slavery under cruel taskmasters, until 
emancipated by the proclamation of President 
Lincoln.’ Coming to this city, at the close of the 
War, she instituted suit against ex-Sheriff Ward 
to recover $20,000 demages for duress and ab- 
duction. The case was at last decided to-day, the 
jury awarding her $2,500 damages. Ward is now 
a resident of Little Rock, „ and is said to be

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
THE FIRST FORMAL. PROCEEDINGS 
in the investigation of the alleged sharp practice 
of Contractor Mueller in the buiiding of the new 
Custom-House were heid yesterday afternoon. 
Expert Church, Collector Smith, and Assistant- 
District-Attorney Thomson were closeted ail the 
afternoon in the private office of the Collector. 
The tables were littered with plans of the buiiding 
in every shape from cellar to garret. There were 
sectional plots, front. rear, and side elevations, 
and also three immense ledgers, in which were 
descnibed the net and quarry dimensions of 
every stonc in the structure. Prominent 
among the . other papers, such as vouch- 
ers, evtimates, etc., were the contracts 
and advertisements for bids: It seems that Mueller 
has sent in, or contemplates doing so, an extrav- 
agant and extraordinary bill for tne alleged conse - 
quential damages inflicted on him and bis quarry 
by the investigation carried on during the greater 
portion of 1875. It will be remembered that one 
pleasant morning in April of that yearthe work on 
the building was summarily stopped on orders is- 
sued. from Washington, which were based upon al- 
leged defects in the construction of the founda- 
tions. Architect Rankin, the then Superintend- 
ent. was decapitated as it were, and shortly after- 
wards he made it convenient to visit the graves of 
his ferefathers in Scotiand. He has not made it 
convenient to return.’ Experts discovered that the 
building, as far as completed at that time, bad 
some defects. Many ofthe window sili and caps 
were badly cracked; in the in.grior wails could be 
seen ing rents, and several of 1 1 had set- 
tled. Government Commission e a thorough 
examination of the ground and building. The city 
authorities instituted an Investicating Committee 
composed of experts. The result of the examina- 
tions was the tearing down and rebuilding of the 
northwest pier, and the taking out of aged 
stones and their replacement by sound ones. It is 
for the delay and consequential damages thereby 
incurred that Mueller now seeks to recover a rec- 
ompense. It is also alleged that he would 
like recover his commission of 15 per cent 
on the cost of making the repairs incident to his 
furnishing rotten material. It is also asserted that 
he would like to secure pay for sawing a greater or 
less amount of the dimension stone, although it 
afterwards had to be cut down to net size by hand. 
THE GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS THINE 
that they have legitimate set-offs against any and 
all of Mueller's claims. Had he not done his work 
inasioveniy manner, there would have been no 
sinking of any of the piers; and, had the stone 
been of the quality which should go into a 
ublic building, no investigation would have 
en necessary. To his anticipated claim 
for a percentage on the cost of making repairs on 
his rotten stone, the officials reply that he should be 
charged with the expense, and it should be deduct- 
ed from the balance coming to him on the contract. 
In addition, it is claimed that he has received more 
on account of his estimates than he is entitled to, 
and the excess should be applied to the credit of 
the Government on nal settlement of ac- 


counts, 
This claim hinges largely on the 
CONSTRUCTION OF THE LANGUAGE 
of the advertisement soliciting bids for the work, 
and the contract itself. In the advertisement the 
following paragraph is conspicuous: 

The stone will be ordered on a schedule of net size, in 
ruer that the contractor may make proper allowance 
or casting ia the quarrying, and on schedule pay- 

ment shall be made. 

The contract for the dimension stone, after speci- 
fying the prices at which the various sizes shall be 

& for per cubic foot, recites that the stone is 
to be furnished according to schedule ef net 
sizes, to be furnished by the party of the first part 
[the Government], one-half inch to be added to 
said schedule sizes for every worked face, for 

uarry dimensions, payment to be made’ therefor 
the usual manner. 

It will be noted that the advertisement nowhere 
speaks of anything but net sizes. On this ‘the 
bidders submittea their tenders, feeling assured in 
their own minds that they would, providing the 
contracts were awarded to them. have to cut the 
stone as close as possible to the size required, leav- 
ing a margin for dressing N When the 
contract was drawn uv with Mueller, it was stipu- 
lated therein that he shoald have to furnish 
the stone one-half inch ne each way, for each 
worked face, than the, net size. On the strength 
of this interpolation, which, it is allegea, 
carelessly or corruptiy consented to by Mullett,

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BANKRUPT LAW. 

OPINIONS OF BUSINESS MEN. 

„Any business man in this city.“ said Mr. Spen- 
cer, of the firm of Hibbard & Spencer, ** could 
draft a Bankrupt law in twenty minutes that would 
met all the requirements of business men, and 
that would be comprised in half-a-dozen para- 
graphs. There is no use in loading down a law 
with a lot of provisions that would only hamper its 
proper execution, and prevent real justice from 
being done. Whatis wanted is a Bankrupt law 
that will equally protect the poor debtor and the 
rich creditor, but leave no door open for fraud. 
The present law undoubtedly does leave the door 
not only ajar, but wide open. It is practically an 
invitation to fraud and rascality. Not only 
does it give the bankrupt a chance 
to cheat bis creditors, but it affords 
a rich harvest for mumberless parasites 
in the shape of Registers, custodians, etc., who 
are allowed to dispose of an estate practically to 
suit themselves. In its present form it is a mon- 
strosity. For instance, Register Hibbard charges 
$1.25 for blanks for proving claims which do not 
cost him five cents, and this 1s only a single selec- 
tion out of a multitude of outrageous claims on 
the part of professionals, ail of which go to eat 
up an estate and deprive the creditors of their 
proper dividends. 

A familiar illastration of the utter foily and 
injustice of the workings of the law can be given 
in the case of a hardware firm that recently failed 
on North Clark street in this city. The assets 

$3,300, and the liabilities 
The man was declared 
bankrupt. were creditors for $1,000. 
An yon SO was appointed by tne Court, and be- 
fore the estate was settled up we had to pay $600 
in Sheriff's fees and $200 to the Register in Bank- 
ruptcy or to people in the Register's office. Our 
dividend was 10 per cent. Another case was that 
ofa man whoowed us $166. We paid $100 for 
fees, and finally receivea the gratifying dividend 
of $9.50. These are only instances of common oc- 
currence.” 

**What is your opinion as to the relative advan- 
tages of the old system and the present one? 

Before the present United States law was 
adopted we were reasonably sure of getting some- 
thirg out of an estate, but now it is oftener the 
case that it costs us money to throwa man into 
bankruptcy. 

Are you in favor of abolishing the Bankrupt 
law altogether?’ 

„I think there should be a Bankrupt law of 
some kind for the protection of honeat debtors. 
No business-man wishes to push a bankrupt to the 
wall, but only to secure a fair division of the as- 
sets. It is unfortunate that there are too many 
men who take advantage of the law to evade pay- 
ing their debts, and hence a law is just now needed 
especially for the protection of creditors.’

‘+ One that would do away with legal parasites, 
that would compel a just division of the property, 
that would secure an immediate settlement of an 
estate. The entire costs of administering an 
estate of $5,000 should not be over $100. Five 
per cent is a fair and full payment for all legal 
tees. Mr. Spencer spoke decidedly. 

MR. J. W. DOANB, 
the wholesale grocer, was of the same manner of 
thinking as Mr. Spencer, except that he thought, on 
the whole. that the present law was better than 
none. Still, it was extremely unjust and objection- 
able. He had been among those who had petitioned 
for its repeal as soon as it had been adopted. as he 
saw that it would lead to grave troubles. The fees 
to atiorpeys and public officers authorized by the 
law to administer estates were excessive, although 
they had been reduced considerably by reason of 
the indignant remonstrances of the peopie. They 
were still preposterous, and some radical changes 
must be made in the law to render it at all just and 
equitable to all parties. 
MR. SIMEON FARWELL, 

of the firm of J. V. Farwell & Co., understood 
that at present we had no Bankrupt law, as the one 
in operation had been practically repealed several 
days ago by Congress. It would still be in opera- 
tion, however, until July 1, and he had no objec- 
tion to stating his sentiments regarding it. He had 
himself gotten up the petition for its repeal in this 
city, which went down to Washington signed by all 
the banks and nineteen out of twenty of the 
wholesale merchants of Chicago. The law as it 
stands gives every retail dealer a chance to play a 
confidence game upon the wholesale men. Any 
one can get a stock of goods, declare himself in 
bankruptcy, make a false schedule, and, by the 
aid of his friends, escape from the payment of his 
debts. Besides, the professionals have a keen 
scent for bankrapt estates. They literally fatten 
upon them. 

Can you give an example of the blighting ef- 
fects of professionals upon bankrupt estates? 

‘* Thousands. Here is one. for instance: A 
person went into bankruptcy in the interior of the 
State. For the firat four months our firm had the 
estate in ite hands, as we had a Provisional As- 
signee appointed. The assets and liabilities were 
about equal, amounting to $25,000. During that 
time we had an offer of 100 cents on the dollar, 
and would. of course, have taken it, had not cer- 
tain others of the creditors foolishly opposed it for 
some unexp e reason. What was the conse- 
quence? Attheend of the four months an As- 

was appointed by the Court, and the matter 
was dragged along three or four years, and in the 
end 50 per cent was realized.” 

Have vou no idea why the creditors did not 
accept the 100 per cent offered“ 

None, except that perhaps several of them 
were his friends, and hoped that by taking the 
estate outof his hands they might help him to 
realize and save someof the property. We have 
that difficulty often to contend with, the inter- 
ference of personal friends. Yet in the end they 
lost 50 per cent of their claims, and did not, I 
think, assist the debtor.” 

Are you in favor of a return to the old system 
of collecting debts?” 

There was no United States Bankrupt law be- 
fore this, onty the State laws. We are perfectly 
satisfied to live under the State laws hereafter. We 
have bad enouga of Congressional interference. I 
think we can collect enough to get along with, and 
if itis not entirely equitable in all respects, cer- 
tainly it is better for both business men and bank- 
rupt debtors than the present infamous system of 
legal red-ta,e em.’ 

And 1. said the Hon. C. B. Farwell, ‘‘I am, 
and have been, unalterably opposed to the Bank- 
rupt law since it was —— and have always 
voted against it and wor against it. 

MR. HENRY W. KING, 
the wholesale clothing-dealer, sad: lam op- 
posed to the Bankrupt law, because it places a 
remium upon rascality and fraud. It is defective 

rom first to last. 1 believe there should be a 
Bankrupt law, and one that would be equally just 
to debtor and crediter. At present, a man may 
evade the payment of his debts if he chooses to 
act dishonestiy. At present he can go into bank- 
ruptey and then start againipto business, and go 
into pankrupticy again, and continue the same 
——— indefinitely. This is manifestiy wrong. 

e should be compelled. under heavy penalties, to 
schedule bis property accurately to the last 
dollar. and then surrender all to the men from 
whom he obtained each article. The man who 
fails in Wisconsin hond be made to turn over his 
estate immediately to all his creditors, whether in 
Watertown. Chicago, or New York, so that each 
woula have an equal share of the proceeds. An 
order for bankruptcy should be entered Mouday 
morning in court, and the returns should be made 
before Saturday night of that week. Divest the 
process of its moititadinous legal forms. Abolish 
two-thirds of the fees. As it is now, a custodian 
is placed in charge of.the goods, and it is for his 
interest to delay settlement as long as possible in 
order to get his fees. Meanwhile the goods are 
spoiling on his hands, and in almost every case 
they are damaged or entirely ruined before they

THE COUNTY-BUILDING. 


The desks and chairs of the Commissioners were 
yesterday transferred to the McGee Building, and 
Carpenters were making the necessary repairs and 
alterations, that the new quarters may be occupied 
Monday. 


The County Clerk has already commenced work 
on his first semi‘annual report. It will show a 
vast improvement over last year, illustrated in the 
fact that four times as many men were on the pay- 
roll then as now.

THE RIGHT OF PETITION. 

Edwin Walker, a taxpayer,’ petitioned the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Public Service 
yesterday to take such action as might be neces- 
sary to compel the city authorities to build the 
City-Hall of Lemont stone and give him the con- 
tract. This is what the petition amounted to, 
though it did not say so in so many words. It al-

wrong. document was presented by Fitzger- 
ald, who seemed to take a liveiy interest in it, and 
wanted the County Attorney instructed to com- 
mence legal proceedings against the city at once, 
and was so enthusiastic as to create the impression 
that he would like to have the county step in aad 
assume the mse of conducting a lawsuit for 
the petitioner. The other members discussed the 
petition ina slipshod way, and it was finally dis- 
posed of by the adoption of a resolution calling on 
the County Attorney to give the Board a written 
opinion at its meeting Monday as to the power of 
the county to force the city in the§matter. 

INSPECTING THE BRICK WORK. 

The Joint Committee on Public Buildings and 
Public service yesterday visited the new Court- 
House in a body, with a view of ascertaining wheth- 
er the charges of Mr. Burling, made Monday, in ref- 
erence to the brick-work, were true or not. The 
Committee were met by Architect Egan, and Supts. 
Cleaveland and Handley, and the work was gone 
over. Mr. Barling first called the Committee's at- 
tention, by way of comparison, to the brick-work 
being done on the city’s side, and then led the 
way over to the county's side. Me pointed out the 
inferiority of the brick used by the county, and 
satisfied all unprejudiced minds, and then ex- 
plained how the county had been robbed in the 
matter of grouting the walisandin the mortar 
used, entirely sustaining the position he had 
heretofore taken. He had demonstrated that the 
$3 per thousand extra paid Sexton had not 
been earned, and maintained specifically that 
while grouting was called for it had not been done. 
and that the work, as awhole, was not near as 
good as the original contract called for. As he 
passed from wallto wall and exposed the short- 
comings of the contractor and the duplicity of the 
a a oon ona he was closely followed by Egan 
and Sexton, both of whom disputed the 
ground with him. but it was no 
use, for the facts were against them. 
Here was a wall where there were great crevices in 
the interior, in which one conld shove one’s hand. 
and here another where one could take out a brick 
and crumble it with the slightest effort, and here 
again a wall cracked for several feet, which was 
said to ne the result of the building settling. All 
these defects were pointed out, and many others, 
and enough was shown to convince any one that 
the public had been ropbed in paying the contract- 
or the extra §3, and, furthermore, that the 
work was not even up to the origina) specifications. 
Yet it is not believed that it will do any good; the 
Commissioners are fixed in their dete: mination, 
apparently, to carry on the robbery at all hazards, 
and under all circumstances.

A LEGAL OPINION. 
Yesterday afternoon a Tarsuns reporter called 


upon a prominent lawyer of this city in order to ; 


get his opinion as to tne effect of the repealing or- 
dinance. It is as follows: 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the State 
street case, wasto the effect that the city couid 
abandon a proceeding of this kind before the pay- 
ment of money for the property condemned for a 
street, unless it had taken possession of such prop- 
erty. The only question is, whether the city has 


| taken possession of the property for the widening 


of Dearborn street. Thecity can only take pos- 
session of property for public uses by appropriat- 
ing it for that purpose, and by recognizing it as 
being appropriated to public uses. It is contended, 
on behalf of those interested in the to be 
paid for the ia.” to be taken for 
the widening 0 the street, that the 
city has taken possession by reason of the follow- 
ing acts: It has received two or three deeds, and 
collected the benefits on several. lots for 
the widening. It has refused to grant building 
permits in all instances except for buildings which

About three months ago a case was tried before 
Judge Jameson, known as the Forestville avenue 
case, in which it was decided that the Town of 
Hyde Park could nut abandon that street, because 
acts had been done by the village of a similar na- 
ture to those above-mentioned, the Court holding, 
particularly with reference to special assessments 
of a crosgs-street in which the new street was recog- 
nized as an existing thoroughfare, that the act of 
the village in making such assessment, going into 
court and obtaining judgment of confirmation of 
the same, was an estoppel upon the village from 
saying that it nad not taken possession of the new 
street. The city, thought the lawyer, would be 
clearly held to have en possession of all the 
new street. as far south as Harrison street, by rea- 
son of the acts of the authorities referred to. and 
it would be, in his mind, a very grave doubt 
whether the city had not, in contemplation of law, 
taken possession of the entire street as far south 
as Fourteenth. If the city had taken possession 
of the whole or any portion of this new street, 
then it was a public highway, and no new ordi- 
nance could be passed for condemning such high- 
way. That defense undoubtedly would be made 
upon any assessment of benefits under a new or- 


dinance.
